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Heavy Taxation for the Farmer 


The province does not own its natural resources. Its means of 
obtaining revenues are by taxation of the people. 


For some years the government has taxed cities and favored 
the farmers. The trend has Geen along that line. First, in an effort 
to gain further revenue the government took the hotel license fees 
from cities\and applied them to the provincial revenues. The same 

/mmethod was followed with regard to fines inflicted. : 


Then came the unearned increment tax, also aimed at the city 
holders of properties. Next the speculator was aimed at. In every 
instance the farmer has escaped... He lost no hotel revenue, in fact 
he gained. He was not taxed as the speculator and city owner was 
for owning farm lands. These revenues were applied to general 
revenues, roads, bridges. It was money in the farmer's pocket. 


Today the cities are poverty-stricken, and not one but owes 
millions of dollars in taxes. The urban resident of Alberta can not 
carry one feather-weight more of taxation. 


Today the farmer is the backbone of Alberta. He is the only 
citizen who is likely to make money for some time. To him the 
government must now look for financial relief. Taxes are sure to 
go up, and the Liquor Act, if it passes, will be an added burden. 
The administration of the Liquor Act will cost, it is estimated, 
nearly a million dollars yearly. Lawsuits, detectives, inspectors, 
informers will require large sums of money to maintain; liquor 
vendors and clerks in every town will all be on salary paid for by 
the people. 

And the farmers must stand this, for the cities have no more 
money. They already groan under their taxes and cannot pay. 
The substantial farmer is the man who will have to produce the 
cash to make the Liquor + i even possible of administration. e

An all-wise providence gave to the peoples of the world the 
products of the soil. Every product of soil which is produced and 
utilized by the intelligence of man is given us for some good. Every 
seed of grain that is grown contains alcohol. Every piece of fruit, 
every root contains alcohol. We take it one way or another. There 
is as much fermentation and alcohol in bread as there is in beer. 
The difference is that beer is liquid and bread is solid. Also, an- 
other difference is that beer is absolutely germless, while disease 
can be carried in bread. 


Should a farmer refuse to grow grain because it contains. alco- 
hol? Should he not devote himself to the raising of livestock? 
Medical knowledge says that vegetarian diet is most healthful, yet 
every vegetable contains alcohol. The farmer makes his living by 
selling 1.5 product; he sells at the market where he can obtain the 
highest price. The malting industries pay the highest; they use 
hundreds of millions of bushels yearly. In Alberta alone there is 
two million bushels of barley used in the manufacture of malt every 
year. Should the jarmer refuse to sell his grain because it contains 
a substance placed there by providence but barred by man-made 
laws? Do men know better than the Maker of the soil and the 
products thereof? Because pastry is bad for some people, is it 
necessary to legislate against flour? If peaches and grapes were 
not used in manufacture of fermented goods, wquld the fruit-grow- 
ers be able to make a living? Because the Methodist Church of 
Toronto passes res2lutions that tobacco should not be sent to sol- 
diers, is that basis enough to stop the growth of tobacco?

The latest vital statistics of 
Alberta which are procurable are 
those of 1913. In all of Alberta 
only 27 people died as a direct 
result of alcohol, These are gov- 
ernment figures.
